Thank  you  veiy  much  for  your  letter,  and  enclosure,  of  2h  Movsmber  196h,  in  answer  to 
UFO  questions.  I was  interested  to  see  that  the  Air  Force  still  carries  the  report 
from  Socorro  as  unsolved,  particularly  since  a recent  letter  from  Dr.  Donald  Men 2 el 
to  me  carried  a contrary  opinion.  Although  he  admits  that  he  had  not  seen  de- 

tailed information”  about  the  Socorro  report,  he  flatly  came  out  that  ifc  "was  prob- 
ably a hoax  or  a delusion,"  I sent  him  a copy  of  your  fact  sheet  but  as  yet  he  hasn't 
commented  on  it. 


With  respect  to  the  "hoax"  conclusion  on  the  Glassboro,  N.J.  sighting,  I am  now  In 
possesion  of  a NICAP  report  on  that  sighting.  In  it,  they  quote  at  some  length  two 
tree  experts  who  ■xiiaeat  examined  the  leaves  of  trees  in  the  area,  as  well  as  other 
vegatation,  and  gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  the  "singe"  damage  dxxx  done  precluded 
a hoax  ly  youngsters.  They  stated  that  leaves  were  recovered  from  a UO-foot  oak  and 
that  other  damage  done  to  trees  would  have  required  the  use  of  machinery  - one  injury 
they  stated,  "was  not  inflicted  by  any  known  type  of  tool,"  Might  I ask  if  you  all 
have  queried  these  men  or  looked  into  this  aspect  of  the  report  at  all?  Or  are  you 
basing  your  "hoax"  conclusions  solely  on  the  evidence  of  a few  footprints  and  bits 
of  tin  foil  which  could  well  havs  been  made  (or  dropped)  by  persons  visiting  the  site 
before  your  people  arrived?  It  is  ny  understanding  that  several  days  elapsed  between 
the  time  of  the  initial  report  and  the  visit  by  an  Air  ‘^orce  investigator. 


"ith  respect  to  your  statement  that  the  Air  force  "still  maintains  the  responsiblity 
for  investigating  UFCs",  might  I enquire  as  to  why  Viestover  A?B,  in  the  case  of  the 
Shutesbiiry,  Mass,  sighting  covered  in  my  lU  Nov  I96U  letter,  stated  that  they  were 
refsrrlng  the  information  to  the  FAA  for  further  investigation?  Seems  strange  to  me 


And  might  I also  ask  if  your  office  has  received  and  evaluated  THE  UFO  E7IDENCE,  a re- 
port published  last  STrnmer  by  WICAP?  I understand  that  it  is  heavily  documented  and 
relates  a n>mber  of  sighcings  made  by  pilots,  astronomers,  missile  engineers  and  many 
other  reput;able,  technically  trained  personnel.  It  would  seem  from  the  data  presented 
there  that  a substantial  case  has  been  made  £St  a more  scientific  and  open  investigation 
of  UFOs  than  has  been  made  in  the  nast.

Mrs.  Harriet  E.  Smith  ot  Shutesbury. 
Mass,  reported  seeing  an  orange  disc- 
shaped  object  which  lit  up  her  home  as 

it  traveled  from  '^he 

at  6 p.  m.  on  November  13.  19M.  Th 

duration  of  the  sighting  was  about  60 
seconds. 

A spokesman  at  Westover  AFB  “jd  he 
received  an  inquiry  about  a UFO 
from  a Shutesbury  woman  early  that 
morning.  He  called  Flight  OP^ations  but 
that  section  reported  it  had  no  mforma- 
linn  and  so  he  turned  the  details  over  to 
the  FAA  tor  further  investigation. 

The  foregoing  sighting  was 
the  November  I4th  Springfield  Daily 
News  and  subsequently  a Reverend  ay 
Hass  of  West  Sulfield,  Conn,  reported, 
his  sighting  which  took  place  at  the  same 

time  (fi  p.  m.) 

Reverend  Hass  was  looking  west  from 
his  home  when  he  saw  a bright 
object  in  the  sky.  He  said  he  could  no 
eel  a full  view  because  he  had  to  iMk 
through  tree  branches.  He  observed  i 
for  a minute  but  did  not  see  it  move. 

On  Friday  Reverend  Haas  told  other 
residents  about  the  object  and  one  of 
them.  Forest  Spear,  said  he  saw  the  same 
thing.  West  Suffield,  Conn,  is  from  35- 
40  miles  south  by  southwest  of  Shutehury. 
Mass.  It  is  possible  that  the  object  seen 
by  Mrs.  Smith  waj  the  same  as  ‘hat  seen 
by  Reverend  Haas  and  Mr.  Spear.

The  Air  Force  conducts  a scientific  investigation 
of  UFO  al^^tlngs.  In  fifteen  years  of  research^  no 
evidence  has  been  found  to  support  the  contention  that 
UFOs  are  extraterrestrial  objects  under  intelligent 
control.  Thousands  of  UFD  observations  have  been 
determined  to  be  a misinterpretation  of  conventional 
or  natural  objects.

The  Soooz*ro,  Kew  Mexico , sighting  is  still  unsolved. 

I However#  no  evidence  was  found  which  indicated  that  the 

vehicle  was  from  outer  space.  Since  we  cannot  find  the 
I pilots-  who  were  flying  the  vehicle « the  case  will  remain 

unsolved,  nie  laclc  of  radiation  and  the  speed  of  the 
I vehicle '^indicate  that  the  craft  bad  not  experienced  any 

space  residency. 

[ The  Olassboro#  Mew  Jersey,  report  is  definitely  a 

hoax.  The  investigation  was  conducted  by  several  officers 
from  McGuire  APB.  After  the  investigation,  the  officers 
' determined  that  the  reported  sighting  was  a hoax  and  that 

no  additional  investigation  was  necessary.  Photographs  of 
the  area  revealed  that  only  one  bush  was  broken.  This 
could  easily  have  been  done  by  applying  weight  or  any  other 
object  to  the  top  of  the  tree. 

The  newspaper  you  forwarded  on  the  Shutesbury, 
Massachusetts,  sighting  of  14  November  19^  indicates  that 
^ the  object  observed  waa  an  aircraft.  The  spokesman  from 

Westover  APB  Information  Office  probably  had  PAA  check  for 
aircraft  under  their  operational  control,  since  all  civilian 
flights  are  under  their  Jurisdiction.  This  officer  had 
cheeked  for  milltax7  aircraft  suid  determined  that  none  were 
operational  In  the  area.  His  check  with  PAA  was  a routine 
procedure  for  evaluating  sightings  attributed  to  aircraft 
observation.  Since  thb  report  was  not  forwarded  to  Wrlght- 
PatteiTson  from  Westover,  we  can  assume  that  the  aircraft 
was  Identified  by  PAA;  therefore,  no  UPO  repox*t  was  submitted. 
The  object  was  not  an  unidentified  flying  object  but  an 
aircraft.

Ttie  I^CAP  publication,  "Tbo  U70  Evidence",  has  been 
reviewed  by  the  Air  Force.  The  publication  la  a voluminous 
collection  of  reports,  facts,  opinions,  excerpts  of  Investi- 
gative reports,  and  correspondence  all  designed  to  support 
the  contention  of  NICAF  that  UFOs  are  a problem  of  national 
importance.  In  It,  the  Air  Force  la  charged  with  handling 
the  UFO  program  in  a secretive  manner.  This  secrecy  is 
refuted  by  the  publication  Itself  since  the  Air  Force  case 
files  are  a prime  sotu^  of  the  data  presented.  The  document 
does  contain  many  reports  of  reputable  and  technical  personnel. 
Many  of  these  sane  reporta  are  in  Air  Force  files  with  firm 
evaluationa  of  known  conventional  or  natural  objects.  NICAF 
continued  attack  on  the  Air  Force  UFO  progx^am  has  no  basis  ^ 
fact.  ■
